war. First.the Confederates held possession there 
and then the Yankees got control back.and forth 
several times. The upper part of Cujo’s Cave was 
very spacious and afforded shelter to a great 
many soldiers as each side occupied the Gap.

Ist Lieutenant James W. Orr of Jonesville, who 
Saw service throughout the war wrote an interesting 
paper on war in Lee County. 

This document entitled, RECOLLECTIONS OF 
THE CIVIL WAR BETWEEN THE STATES 1861- 
1865 by James W. Orr, lst Lieutenant, Company E, 
3ith Virginia Infantry Regiment is now filed with 
the Southwest Virginia Historical Society by Luther 
F’. Addington to whom the original copy was loaned 
by Miss Josephene Wolfe. | 

This paper sold for 25 cents per copy and the 
proceeds were used to erect a monument on the 
court house square at Jonesville in memory of all 
Confederate soldiers of Lee County. 


Mr. Orr, better known as ‘‘Judge’’ Orr had a_ 


large brick home with a large chimney in each end 
in each end of the house. To this day can be seen 
holes and endentations in the old house which 
still stands in the western part of Jonesville. 
There was another old log house which stood on 
the south side of the street in the bottom which 
had cannon. holes in it. This old building was 
contributed to Rev. John Henry to be reerected in 
his Camp Bethel east of Wise, Va. 

Lieutenant Orr tells of being taken from Walnut 
Hill in Lee County in the company of Capt. Thomas 
Shelby Gibson. The Company went to Morristown, 
Tenn. where they rode in box cars to Abingdon 
and waited five days for transportation. All pass- 
Enger trains were crowded. He said that the com- 
pany arrived in Richmond June 1 1861. They were 
assigned old barracks at the old fair grounds and 
bunked in stalls where live stock had been kept.

This company was mustered into service 
in the Confederate Army at Richmond as Co. E, 
37th Virginia Inf.

and H.C. Wood, Major of the Regiment. They drilled 
at Richmond about two weeks and were ordered to 
the front into the Allegaheny Mountains at Laurel 
Hill where they had their first spat with the enemy. 
After heavy fighting they were forced to retreat. 
Genera] R.S. Garnett was killed in this battle. 
Liut. Orr was stricken with typhoid and put on an 
old horse, which had fistula and was turned out to 
die. He arrived in Monteray in Highland County 
where he lay with typhoid fever for about six 
weeks. During this sickness he had his brother

‘There are two types of lawn 
bald spots: Places where grass 
barely grows, and areas. where it 
doesn’t even make an effort to 
grow. 

In the first case, the ground has 
become so packed that roots can’t 
get enough air. This packing may 
have resulted from flooding, too 
much rolling, or too much usage 
in spots. Whatever the reason, 
give the compact earth a gener- 
ous gulp of air with a spiked 
aerating device and then watch 
the grass perk up. 

In areas where grass doesn’t 
grow, it’s necessary to treat these 
nlaces as if they were miniature 
lawns. The baldness may have 
been caused by many things: A 
local attack of disease, shallow 
soil (a rock present underneath 
the sod), chinck bugs, or the 
dvings of a dog. | |
